THE TIDE TURNED. 

Victoria is to bo oongratnlated. Slio 
Laa set her foot firmly on the advocates 
of Bocession, disorder and mob-rulo and 
taken a bold andjdetermined stand in fuv- 
or of a roasoniible course on tho En,ihvay 
question. Tho last meeting at PUilbar- 
monic Hall showed how far ccrtaiu men 
in this city are propared to go lu tboir at- 
tempts to snatch tho ruina of Government 
from tho hands of tho present liohlers; 
and has roused our generally too pasBivo 
citizens to resentment, '.there is now 
no reason to doubt that for several days of 
last week the fufcme prosperity of Victor- 
ia trembled in tho balance, and that tlie 
propriety of removing the seat of Gov- 
ornmoat to a part of the_^ Province where 
the members would be free from molesta- 
tion was berioiisly considered by a major- 
ity ot tho membtrs. 13ut, happily, the 
outrageous ulteraufea of certain speakers 
at the recent public meetiug liavo mot 
with no respoase. In trutli, an aitompt 
to prooiiro aa eDdorsemeot of Red llepub- 
lican senlimt nts has resulted disastroM-^ly 
for the piojeL'tors, and tlie rowdy element 
have now iho satisfaction of knowing that 
tho Miuihtry, and not thoy, have secun.'d 
a popnlar endorsement. The tido uf piib- 
lio aentimoiit liaa turned. Victoria City 
Ib not likely to allow tho least raspousib o 

Eurtiou of her people to again drag 
er good name through tho mire. 'Ihe 
effort to get np a want-of-confidence ad- 
dress in tho I'reinior lina failed. In Vic- 
toria District the tame result attended a 
bimiiur addioHs which was intended to 
cause Dr. Tolmio to turn his baok on his 
pledges and dof^ort his constituents. The 
tide has undoubtedly changed; mid if it 
does not presently overwhelm some of the 
peripatetic orators who imngine that they 
are liding on tin tonmost wave of popu 
lar regard we abaU-be much mistaken. 

THE LEBENTUHES. 



Tho City is indulging iu a broad grin 
at the expense of the Opposition who so 
lamentably failed in their efforts to fasten 
a charge of corruption on the Ministry ii 
the matter of the debentures. The Oppo 
sitioD are a badl/ "eold" community. The 
ex-Fzemier, it is asserted, is very hostile 
towards the ex-Finanoe Minister, who led 
him into the error, and an early break-njj 
of the happy family connection is pre 
dieted. Tho bitiiatiou is a humiliating 
one for Mr. 'VValkem, whose stockjobbiug 
operntious required his immediate pio- 
eenco at San Francisco for eight moutlis 
of last year; :iiid who could scarcely be 
expected to know what was going on here 
in his absence. At a caucus of the Oppo- 
sition held on Saturday evening there was 
a lively discussion between Iho leader and 
the ex-hn of tho iinance ns to who is to 
blame for the silly position iQ which the 
Opposition have been placed by the de- 
benture revelations. It is stated that Mr. 
Walkem tendered his resignation aa lead- 
er; but was urovai led oq by Mr. Beaven 
and Dr. Ash to withdraw it. "We observe 
that the Opposition organ is endeavoring 
to mako capital out of tho fact that a por- 
tion of the debentures has boon di'posited 
"s colliitoral Kocnrity for an advance by 
%'j.e Bank. But tho couutry Las not yet 
lorgotteu tbut when tho present Opposi- 
tion was in power they mortgaged tho 
debentiires to the Bank and the annual 
subsidy to Canada to obtain funds with 
■which to carry on the general elections of 
1875. The advances obtained by the pre- 
sent Governuient wore necessary to meet 
the recklessly incurred liabilities of their 
predecessors. 

TBffi HOUSE. 



The Opposition are trying to badger 
ftiid uiinoy tho Government, uiul delay 
legibilation. It is too bad that thebu.siness 
of tho country should be protracted by a 
few men who want situation?. Yesterday 
tho Loader of tho Oiiposition mado lui 
ungentleraanly allusion to theMiuioter of 
Finance, and the latter retaliated by pro- 
nouncing tho statement "a lie." An 
apology was demanded by tho leader, 
which Mr. Smithe at first declined to 
mako except to tho Sjieaker. Ultimately 
the Speaker iufoi ined the Minister that 
an apology was duo to tho ilonse and the 
Leader of the Opposition, and Mr. Soiitho 
made the amei/rfe, whereupon Mr. Walkcm 
humbly apologized for having said any- 
thing to ufl'. iul the ^linistor. It is much 
lo he rogn tti'd tliat tlio Government side 
allows itself to bo thrown ofl' its bidanco 
by tho lioetoring of the Oppo-ition; or 
that so much time slioiild be wasted in 
debating questions that are raided by tho 
Op'position to waste time, po that in tho 
end they nifiy iitlnck tlie Govornment for 
dilalorines-3. it had been arranged that 
a niftht schsion .sliould be lu^ld ; but at -IJ-^ 
o'cluek the I'roniicr was taken suililenly 
ill and the H(nis(^ udjmiriied, notwilh- 
staiiding t hero were Bcvoral bills that 
wonl.l not have mU'ered by the nbseuco 
of tho loader of tho Government and which 
might have been advanced a etago. Tho 
House will meet to-day, when the Lind 
Bill will go to a Select Oommitteo, and it 
is hoped that some real hard work will 
be done by the Houoe. 

ESaUIMALT DISTRICT MEETING. 

The meeting at Parsou's Bridgo was a 
compliment to Mr. Fish or. A 'bus load 
of men from \ifltoria ran the afTuir. Mr. 
Fisher was not allowed to explain his 
position on the railway. He was coughed 
at, jeered at, groaned at, bullyragged, in- 
sulted, eat upon.andas he spokethe window 
shutters were closed ar.d tho room left in 
darkness. lli.H colloaguo, Mr. "Williams, 
who had nothing to H.ay, was listened 
to quietly whilo ho paid it; and Tom 
Humphreys drlivc "i d one of his stock 
phillipics against Mr. Walkom, only sub- 
Btiluting the name of Mr. Elliott for that 
of the former gentleman. Before Mr. 
Fisher left a requisition purporting to bo 
signed by nbcmt 50 elector.s requoht- 
ing his re-iigiuitloii wan handed iuiu. Wo 
have compared tho names with tho voters' 
list and find that f hit teen of tho signers 
ivro non voters! A resolution calling on 
Mr. Fisher to resign because he did not 
/lupport Dr. Aah's amendment to the Ad- 



dross was carried. But scarcely anyono 
proBOut know what that amendment was 
eiicept Mr. Humphreys, and it suited his 
purpo.se not to explain it. The meeting 
was pieco and-parcel with those of V.io 
toria City, Cedar Hill, Burnside and 
S;ianich, and will prove equally di«au- 
trous to tho Opposition.

Tho drawing 
afforded much interest, and was a great 
financial success. We must acknowledge 
donations of a pair of China yosea, from 
Mr. J. S. Ohite, New Westminster, which 
brought in 80, and a piece of beautiful 
wool work from TJrs. James Chapman, 
Nicola, which reached nearly tho eamo as 
tho vasofi. 

Tho Kev. James Turner delivered a 
ino.st interesting and able spoeoh on the 
Provinces of the Dominion, touching 
bric-ily, but comprehensively on the area,

Thanks tj tho soiroo committee, in 
wlii<-h the aid rend«rcd by tho manager, 
Mr. Gilbert blair, was warmly eulogised, 
and thanks to tho chairman, wound up the 
largest and pleasftutest meeting ever hold 
at Nicola. Messrs. Blair and Clapporton 
returned thanks . for .their respective 
honors, after which the meeting eang tho 
National Anthem and dispersed at 11 
o'clock p. m.

Editor CoriONiST: — I see in this morn- 
ing's issue of tho Slandard my name 
figures conspicuously in relation to Mr. 
Elliott's goTernmeot, and the debentures, 
lam not aware that I have assisted in 
any way to sustain that government: but 
if I havG, I nm only too proud to know 
that I have assisted a goverumont iu which 
tho people have the greatest confidenco. 
As to the doboutures, I never, by word or 
action, directly or indirectly, made olTors 
for them. M:^ being a foreigner may bo 
a groat crime in the eyes of tho present 
editor of the Stamiard; bnt the City of 
of Victoria, who sold mo §100,000 worth 
of water bonds at par, never objected for 
one moment to take my money on that 
score, when at tho same time a number 
of British subjects and capitalists refused 
to take the bonds at a discount. I think 
in my residence here of 17 years I have 
remained true to my colors, whilst tho 
lato editor of tho Sladaard was buta short 
time iu tho United States before ho be- 
came a cilizeu. On his arrival hero ha 
Somersaulted back to a British subject 
when the spoils of oflioe loomed up. I 
regret very much that herMajesty's Loyal 
Opposition were disappointed that tho 
Province did not sustain a loss of $70,- 
000 on tho sale of tho debentures, as 
iu that case they might have had a claim 
to tho seats of tho present Government. 
It certainly was not tho fault of the paper 
that sustains the "Loyal" Opposition, 
which iu 19 issues cautioned the public 
against iiny way purohasing the bonds.

Supreme cheek ! Goths and Vandals from 
Victoria ask Mr. Fisher to Eesiga. 

On Saturday afternoon a meeting which 
had been advertised in the Standard for 
some days before tc^ place at Farsoas 
Bridge and was a most dirigracoful and 
disorderly affair. Although called for 3 
o'clock it; was i. quarter to four before tho 
proceedings couimeuoed, no one being 
willing to acknowledge the responsibility 
of summoning tho meeting. In all there 
woru about 35 persons present not more 
than 18 beiejf electors. 

Williams' bus brought down a full 
loail of (pieer looking pas oiigors who had 
been drummed up in Victoria by Bcaveu 
and Humphreys, i.ud who oponiy declared 
they woio Canaivon Club mou. Tho 
eloetors who woro ])rescnt wero nearly ull 
men who had oijpoaed Mr. Fisher at the 
late election and the few of his support- 
ers who took the trouble to go, saw at 
once that tho whole affair was a got up 
arrangement to attempt to coerco Ihut 
gentleman, and wisely took no imrt what- 
soever in the prooeoiUugs. In fact many 
of them left 800U after tho meeting wus 
opened- Had they attempted to speuk 
they would have been insulted by the 
rowdy omnibus freight. On the chair- 
man's table was a momorandnin of in- 
Biructions as follows: "Make Fishor 
speak first; limit to li.tlf an hour; lot out- 
siders speak." So all was cut and dry. 
Mr. Fisher, although not having received 
any proper invitation, said he camo 
through sooiiig an advertisement in the 
Sttindurd. Ha wanted to know why it 
had not boon published iu both papers. 
Tho chairman said lliu^o hard times they 
could not afford it.
